Baltimore, 
Md. — Representative 


John Phillip Hill of Baltimore was 
acquitted by a jury in United States 
Court Thursday of violating the Vol< 
stead law by manufacturing intoxicat- 
ing: wine and cider at his home,^ 3 
"West Franklin-st. 


The fifth and sixth counts of the 


Indictment -which 
charged 
Colonel 


Hill with maintaining 
a 
common 


nuisance at his home, were dismissed 
under instructions from Judge Mor- 
ris A. Soper, who presided at the trial. 


The trial was the result of a test 


case forced by Colonel Hill, -who main- 
tained the Volstead law favored the 
farmer, giving him a right to manu- 
facture cider and -wine hut withheld 
from the city man the right to manu- 
facture beer. 
The trial brought from Judge Sop- 


er the opinion that the clause of the 
Volstead act defining beverages of 
more than half of one per scent al- 
coholic content as illegal did not ap- 
ply to homemade wines and 
cider, 


provided the product is non-intoxicat- 
ing "in fact." 
Judge Soper also indicated by hi 


rulings and his charge to the jury 
that the burden rested upon the gov- 
ernment to show that such home pro- 
ducts were intoxicating in fact and a 
violation of the law. 


ASKS SEALED VERDICT 


The congressman's case was given 


to the jury about 1.45 o'clock "Wednes 
day afternoon. 
"When 
nearly 
four 


hours of deliberation failed to bring 
an agreement. Judge Morris A Soper 
adjourned court authorizing the jury 
to return a sealed verdict if a, decision 
\raa reached. 


Only twice "Wednesday night was 


there any word from the jury. On 
one occassipn a copy of Section 29 
of the Volstead act was requested. 
This section relates.to home manufac- 
ture of cider and fruit Juices. Later 
the jurymen asked for a dictionary 
Judge Soper in his charge to the 
Jury "Wednesday said there were but 
two questions for it to decide—--wheth 
er Mr. Hill's beverage was wine and 
•whether it and the cider were In fact 
Intoxicating.

which wrecked the loading dock and 
receiving room of the main postoffice 
here late Wednesday, killing 
three 


and injuring twelve others. 


Herman Pettersch, 
a clerk, 
suc- 


cumbed after having both legs blown 
off and Ernest A. Roth., a truck driv- 
er, died three hours after the blast. 
A sphnter was driven 
into 
Roth's 


body by the force of the explosion. 
Dale Newhouse, 19, died in a hospital 
Thursday morning 


The theory 
that the 
blast 
was 


caused by the premature explosion 
of a bomb which 
had 
been 
sent 


through the mails, was advanced bv 
postal authorities, police and firemen 
who worked all night by aid of search 
lights, scouring the 
wreckage 
for 


clues. 
No fragments of a bomb or 


other explosive was found, however. 


The explosion which, was felt all 


over the city and shatteied windows 
for several blorks, hurled fragments 
of the loading platform 100 feet into 
the air, threw a loading truck into the 
federal, building- roof and buried five 
automobiles in debris
